'62 Personal Income 
Sets New Record 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Personal 
income—boosted by a big jump in 
wages and salaries, reached a 
peak of $440 5 billion in 1962, the 
gov ernment reported today. 
The record total exceeded 1961 
Income by $24 billion. 
The 
Commerce 
Department 
said that with indiv idual income 
and other personal taxes up $5 bil­ 
lion, receipts av ailable for spend­ 
ing and sav ing increased 5 per 
cent to $383 billion. And this, it 
said, was almost entirely a genu­ 
ine pock et book increase as con­ 
sumer prices rose about 
1 per 
cent. 
Wages and salaries jumped $17 
billion, or 
6 per cent ov er 1961, 
to $29 5.8 billion. Manufacturing 
payrolls adv anced $6 billion to 
$9 3 6 billion. 
The department attributed most 
of the increase to recov ery from 
the 1960-61 recession. 
In nonmanufacturing industries, 
payrolls increased $ 6.2 billion to 
$122 5 
billion.

billion, up $4.4 billion ov er 1961. 
Income from such sources as 
unemployment insurance and So­ 
cial Security benefits increased 
about $1 billion to $34.6 billion.

Personal in­ 
terest payments totaled $29 .7 bil­ 
lion, an increase of $2.3 billion.

The p resident of the Ass(x .iation of Amer­ 
ican Railroads, Daniel P Loomis, p rep ared 
such a p ood sp eech for the Economic Club 
of Detroit Monday that it should be enjoy ed 
by ev ery U.S. 
citizen who owns a car. 
stop s, looks and listens at railroad cross­ 
ings. giv es trucks a wide berth and watches 
airp lanes threading the sky . 
His theme is out of sty le in railroad trans­ 
p ortation—comp etition. 
Let 
railroads com ­ 
p ete with 
trucks, 
p lanes, 
bus 
lines 
and 
barge lines on ev en term s, he p rop osed. 
“ If the same regulatory fabric surrounded 
the auto industry as now enmeshes rail­ 
roads.” he ex p lained, “ the auto-maker who 
wanted to cut his p rice S100 would be hailed 
before a gov ernmental tribunal by his com ­ 
p etitors and forced to defend and justify his 
action. They would make it out to be p rac­ 
tically a crime to cut p rices." 
Mr. Loomis say s American railroads want 
to comp ete on ev en term s w'ith their com­ 
p etitors. Sp ecifically , they want Congress to 
change the rules so railroads can reduce 
their rates at will for commodities ex emp t 
from regulation on truck and barge lines 
They do not ask for the right to raise rates 
at will—onlv to reduce rates at will. Let 
consum ers hav e a break 
He say s all common carriers they are 


fighting among themselv es for a “ steadily 


diminishing share of the total transp ortation 
p ie when the real threat to common car­ 
riers of all modes is p riv ate transp ortation, 
w'htch is growing by leap « and bounds 


Ths also is the theme of a recent Read­ 
e r’s Digest article—“The Crisis 
in 
U.S. 
Transp ortation.” Its author. Dav id I. Mack- 
ie. sp eaks of a crisis in transp ortation. The 
crisis has been defined by the White House 
and made the subject of 
a study . Congress 
ha-, been asked to do something about it; 
namely , 
to 
let 
railroads 
comp ete for 
business. 


But can Congress, influenced by p olitics 
and emotion, ev en by p rejudice, undo wrhat 
ha« been don* by more than a generation 
of neglect? It ov er-regulated railroads w’hen 
it was afraid of what they might do with 
their near-monop oly p ower. 


When railroads cam e into comp etition with 
trucks, buses, p riv ate automobiles, airp lanes 
and gov ernment-op era ted barge lines, Con­ 
gress refused to withdraw its ov er-regula- 
tion. It is making railroads fight their com­ 
p etitors with one hand tied behind t h e i r 
backs. 


All they want is to be untied. 1 is a rea­ 
sonable request. 


Old Id ea Un d er New Auspices 


The same Democratic p arty which tried 
to kill the inv estment goose that laid golden 
eggs for A m enta is hav ing a significant 
change of heart undet President John E 
Kennedy . 
Peop le who tan rem em ber when Presi­ 
dent Truman twice v etoed legislation to re­ 
duce income tax rates after World War II 
for the sale of stimulating inv estment are 
wondering about this shift of p olicy . Are 
D em ocrats becoming economically m ature at 
last'* 


Ihey recall that President Kennedy 's theory 
about higher rev enue from increased busi­ 
ness income if reduced tax es were lev ied 
was introduced by Andrew W. Mellon when 
he was secretary of the treasury under 
Presidents Harding and Coolidge. 


Mr. Mellon argued against the bitter p ro­ 
test of Dem ocrats after World War I that 
too-high surtax es dried up cap ital inv est­ 
ment, stifled lmativ e. div erted cap ital away 
from p roductiv e industry and p araly zed busi­ 
ness op erations 


He p rop ounded the nov el theory ' that re­ 
duction of high bracket surtax es would in­ 
crease the ov erall y ield by stimulating in­ 
v estm ent and p romoting business ex p ansion. 
This is ex actly the argum ent being used now 
by the Kennedy administration 


FOR MORE THAN a generation, the Dem­ 
ocratic p arty and its organized labor ally 
hav e been arguing that income tax es should 
be used to p enalize those who seek to ac­ 
cum ulate cap ital. 
They hav e demanded that gov ernment use 
it, authority to harass the goose that lay « 
the golden eggs for jobholders and tax col­ 
lectors When John N. G arner was v ice p resi­ 
dent of the United States he p leaded with 
Franklin D Roosev elt “ to let the cattle fat­ 
ten 
up a bit—not 
to run them

tim e.' 
When Harry Truman was p resident he 
twice v etoed bills authored by the late Rep . 
Marold Knutson, R-Minn.. and p ushed in the 
Senate by the late Sen. Robert A Taft, R-

To stimulate cap ital inv estment in p roduc­ 
tiv e enterp rise by reducing surtax es—p re­ 
cisely what the Kennedy administration p ro­

The American gov ernment has 
nev er rev ealed the figures offi­ 
cially , 
but 
the 
fact 
that 
Mr. 
Khrushchev knows them is in it­ 
self significant of the way the 
world is v eering toward an era of 


p eace 
This doesn't mean that the So­ 
v iets, if they ev er built up their 
strength to equal ours, woujdn’t 
start 
bully ing 
and 
threatening 
again. It does mean that America 
m ust maintain its m ilitary lead 
no m atter what it costs. 
It also m eans that serious con­ 
sideration should he giv en to a 
rev iv al of the so-called “ Sky bolt” 
p rogram as a m atter of the great­ 
est p recaution inv olv ing the na­ 
tion’s safety ! 
President 
Kennedy 
is p utting 
his reliance on missiles fired from 
this country and on bombers that 
will 
be based 
in Western 
Eu- 


rop e. In addition, he is counting 
on the 
Polaris missiles, 
which 
would be directed toward the So­ 
v iet Union from subm arines un­ 
der the seas. 


THE QUESTION arises wheth­ 
er it is safe for the United States 
to 
discard 
its 
intercontinental 
bombers which can fire such mis­ 
siles as the “ Sky bolt” from the 
air at p oints 1.000 miles away 
from Sov iet territory . 
Indeed, 
the 
ov erseas 
bases 
might

Sov iet 
missiles 
or 
bombers, 
or 
they 
might 
someday 
be 
withdrawn 
from our use in Europ e, where 


should nev er use its tax ing p ower to kill 
the geese that lay the golden eggs for free 
enterprise. 
This might nev er hav e hap p ened if e\en 
the socialists who dominate other gov ern­ 
ments hadn’t finally seen the light and stop ­ 
p ed harassing business and industry with 
p unitiv e and v icious tax p olicies? They help ed 
business while gov ernment harassed it in 
the United States. 
It took a lone tme for the Democratic 
p arty and its union labor allies to tumble to 
the fact thev were bleeding the v igor out 
of the sy stem they thought should be more 
v igorous. 
It took a long time for the social re­ 
form ers to realize that p rogressiv e income 
tax es were p erfectly designed to kill not 
onlv the geese that laid the golden egg« 
but to kill the most p roductiv e geese first.

A Law Against Strikes? 


An d It Isn 't T h ere 


F ro m th e Files

A few day s ago one of Presi­ 
dent Kennedy ’s adv isers told this 
columnist “ the going strikes hav e 
just about cost one billion dollars 
— a n d 
there 
ought to be a 
law .” 
If one is fin­ 
ally p a., cd by 
a n 
i r r i t a t- 
ed Congress, it 
will hav e noth­ 
ing to do with 
sp ecial 
labor 
c o u r t s , nor 
c o m p ul s o 
▼leto r Rituel 


cranked up a $10 sale on a cash register 
ev ery 10 seconds from the time of the first 
Henry Adams onward to 15 minutes after 
rhe inauguration of Roosev elt II he would 
not hav e been able to keep abreast of the 
interest chargs on the national debt. 
But comp arisons of this kind are sp urious. 
They all come out of a sp urious assum p ­ 
tion—that money is a sy stem of fix ed v alues. 
It isn’t. It is a sy stem of counting v alues 
that fluctuate like a cooch-dancer’s sp angles. 
Men once worked for a dollar a dav and 
were glad to get it. They liv ed and raised 
families on a dollar a day 
They now get 
a dollar for each fraction of an hour 
So 
w-hat if thev p ay a buck for something that 
once cost 25 cents'* They ’re ahead and p ull­ 
ing awav . 


All money comp arisons must be related 
to stable v alue before any thing is rev ealed. 
An automobile todav is fiv e times as good 
as when it cost three tim es as much, just 
before mass p roduction reduced the cost to 
half that much hut reduced rhe quality to 
a fourth what it had been and at the same 
tim e raised the road clearance 50 p er cen 
and m ade it p ossible for Henry Ford to 
p ay $5 a day across the board to $1 • 
day emp loy es who had been 
across 
the 
barrel. 
How long does an earner hav e to do some­ 
thing useful for p ay before he earns 
a 
p ound of p otatoes—or a p ound of any thing 
basically nourishing0 T hat’s the onlv stabil­ 


ized v a lue wo rth co mpa ring . 


ry arbitration Nor will the gov ­ 
ernm ent hav e the right in any 
fashion to do more than p ostp one 
a 
walkout 
The new law would look more 
like the p lan which the oresir'*m- 
tial adv isers hav e been discussing 
m a .,er;es of off-the-record ses­ 
sions in the U S 
Labor Dep art­ 
m ent these last few weeks. 
The President likes the p lan be­ 
cause it stop s just short of com­ 
p ulsory , gov ernment-fix ed 
settle­ 
m ents — but giv es Mr. Kennedy 
a chance to c 1 o b b e r whichev er 
side is stubbornly 
disdainful 
of 
the p ublic interest. 
What the adv isers will p rop ose 
to the President and the Presi­ 
dent to Congress runs something 
like this: 


THE PRESIDENT would count 
on the chief of the federal m edia­ 
tion serv ice to birddog for him. At 
this moment the trouble w atcher 
would be the gentle p ursuader, 
Quaker William Simkin. If he de­ 
tected some 
distant 
labor-man- 
agement crisis zeroing in on the 
country , he would alert the Presi­ 
dent. 


Then one or two weeks before 
the p ossible strike deadline, the 
mediation chief would inform the 
President that it looked as if 
a 
strike was inev itable. The White 
House would then ap p oint a three- 
man board. 


They would “ find the facts.” If 
the threatened stop p age would np t 
threaten the health and safety or 
welfare of the land, they ’d so ad­ 
v ise the President. He’d tell them 
to go home and let the com batants 
combat. 
But if they told him there would 
be an emergency , he would order 
them to change hats and become 
• board of inquiry . They would 
hold 
hearings, 
subp oena 
docu­ 
m ents and summon witnesses. 


THEN THEY’D make p ublic rec­ 
ommendations to him — and the 
feuding p arties. The board could 
suggest p rocedural way s of settle­ 
ment to both 
sides — such as 
arbitration. But the union and the 
m anagem ent 
c o u l d 
snub 
the 
board’s 
p rop osals. And t h e r e 
would be a strike 
Now the President 
would 
get 
tough. 
And he would hav e the 
p ower to clobber. 
This p ower would come under 
the new law. The President would 
be authorized to order the union 
to giv e up its right to strike and 
the management is right to m an­ 
age fully for 80 day s — the sam e 
p eriod p rov ided under the Taft- 
Hartley law. But there would be 
• difference. 
Under the new p rop osal the 
President could 
set 
term 
for 
"ag es 
and 
working 
conditions. 
He could order all or just p art 
of the industry back to work. 


He would make his drastic — and 
unp recedented in p eacetime — de­ 
cision on recommendations from 
his sp ecial board. 


THEY WOULD adv ise him on 
what they thought was a fair wage 
—p erhap s higher, p erhap s lower 
thrin the p re-strike rates T h e y 
would p robe the struck industry 
and tell him that only hall or a 
quarter or simp ly one p lant was 
needed to secure the health and 
safety of the land. He then would 
imp lement his p ower to fire lip 
the industry , order the men back 
to woTk for the 80 day s. 
During 
this 
tim e 
the 
board 
would again hold hearings. Finally 
they would come up with p ublic 
recommendations for a settlement 
—wages, working conditions, work 
rules, the works. 
Once 
more 
both 
sides 
could 
snub 
the 
board's 
recom menda­ 
tions. 
But by 
this 
tune 
the 
p ublic 
would be p art of the act. It would 
know that the President and the 


board had tried hard 
It would 
know which side 
was 
arbitrary 
and clearly wrong. The President 
would call in both sides. He would 
giv e them the last chance treat­ 
ment — p riv ately and in p ublic. 


THEN HE WOULD hav e to go to 
Congress. And not just with a re­ 


p ort, but with a sp ecific p lan for 
the 
settlem ent 
of 
the 
sp ecific 


disp ute. He could then p oint to 
the obv ious guilt of the recalci­ 
trant p arty . It would stand ex ­ 
p osed as the enemy of the na­ 
tion’s welfare, health and safety . 


I do not doubt that he would 
get quick p assage of a sp ecial 
on-target law to end the strike on 
sp ecific terms. 


Thus he w(/uld be sav ed the 
indignity of making p ersonal tele­ 
p hone calls and being rejected. 
It would all be laid out neatly — 
and there would be no doubt of 
guilt and self interest in the fray . 


It sounds reasonabe. And the 
p ublic would no longer be damned.

President Kennedy surely must 
hav e disap p ointed 
many 
Ameri­ 
can citizens last August when he 


told a group of v isiting students 
that the U. S. Constitution is not 
necessarily an "autom atic light to 
the future." 


Of course the Constitution itself 
recognizes the need for rev ision 


through am endm ents and makes 
p rov ision for them, whenev er the 


Congress of the States “deem it 
necessary .” But too many mod­ 


ern p residents hav e wanted to by ­ 
p ass this amendment m achinery 
and rule by ex ecutiv e fiat or de­ 
cree. 


Perhap s m o s t 
disap p ointing 
were Mr 
Kennedy 's 
inferences 
that the U. S. Constitution 
has 


become outmoded. He went on to 
say that desp ite the ex traordinary 


nature of our founding document, 
men were required to make it 
work now in an entirely different 
p eriod of the nation’s history , un­ 
der different conditions. 


Obv iously , the Constitution was 
• human document. It was signed 
by men and it had to be imp le­ 
mented by men. Men still must 
be chosen to lead, and there are 
others who must follow with un­ 
derstanding. 


THE VIEWPOINT that our Con­ 
stitution was written for a day 
long gone is an easy way to op en 
the door to all m anner of change 
that will suit p olitical conv enien­ 
ce 


The non-p olitical p rincip les of 
human rights and of justice under 
law are not tem p orary , are they ? 
The guarantees of 
freedom 
of 
sp eech, of p ress, of worship , 
of 
assembly , and of p etition are not 
so dated as to belong to any sp e­ 
cial p eriod. Much of our Consti­ 
tution comp rises the ex p ression 
of p rincip les 
that do not 
p ass 
away either with decades or cen­ 
turies. 


When the President went on to 
say that the Constitution has “to 
he interp reted by m an,’’ he may 
hav e been thinking of the Sup ­ 
reme Court and of the ap p oint­ 
ment of Justice Goldberg at that 
time current.

known to ap p ly the brakes

PRESIDENTS 
BEFORE 
Mr. 
Kennedy hav e v ented their wrath 
up on strict Constitutionalists and 
the change m akers generally hav e 
tound methods of circumv enting 
the letter of the Constitution. Pre­ 
sident Roosev elt wanted the Sup ­ 
rem e Court enlarged, or ‘ p ack­ 
ed” as it was called, so that rad­ 
ical legislation that he was able 
to get through Congress would not 
be declared un-Constitirtional. Sin­ 
ce 
the court - p acking battle of 
19 37, p residents hav e tended more 
and more to p ut sy m p athetic ap ­ 
p ointees on the Sup reme Court. 
This obv iously was not the intent 
of the Founding Fathers. 


Alex ander Hamilton warned ag­ 
ainst making the p ower of t h e 
Sup reme Court sup erior to that o f 
Congress and against leav ing the 


interp retativ e p ower of the Court 
outside the rev iew o f the legislat­ 
iv e body . He ap p arently was aw­ 
are that “ interp retations" some­ 
tim e could become another way 


to construct legislation. Constru­ 
ing the laws “ according to 
the 
sp irit of the Constitution” would 
be “ as unp recedented as it is dan­ 
gerous,” Hamilton wrote 
Columnist 
Dav id 
Lawrence 
recently quoted this Hamiltonian 
reasoning from "The Federalist” 
and then rem arked that the whole 
idea of finding the "sp irit” rath­ 
er than the “ letter” of the Con­ 
stitution is undiluted M achiav ell­ 
ian doctrine that the end justifies 
the means. 
ing p ower, ready to justify what- 
And so it is. Willful men seek 
ev er ex p edient is p rop osed and to 
interp ret ev ery law to their own 
liking, can thus subv ert and twist 
the “ sp irit” of the Constitution 
comp letely awry . 


REGARDLESS OF 
President 
Kennedy ’s comments, the t i m e 
has not y et come when we must 
surrender the Constitution to p ol­ 
itical ex p ediency . We cannot af­ 
ford either to squeeze or ex p and 
the Constitution to fit each p oliti­ 
cal emergency . 


If our p residents p ersist in ap ­ 
p ointing p olitically p re-orientated 
figures to the high court, Con­ 
gress one day may need to seek 
remedies of a Constitutional nat­ 
ure that will help p reserv e the 
“letter” of 
our 
founding 
docu­ 
ment as well as the function of 
Congress itself.

This has 
come about largely through the 
growth of American m ilitary p ow­ 
er. 
Certainly this hasn’t all hap ­ 
p ened during the two y ears o f 
the p resent administration but is 
the result of the build-up of nu- 
lear weap ons in general and o f 
missiles in p articular during the 
Eisenhower administration.

For those 
who have tank - ty pe vacuum 
cleaners, I find it does a thorough 
job. 


Beginning at either the top or 
bottom of the stairway and using 
y our small attachment — such as 
we use to clean upholstery with— 
we can get into every nook and 
corner. 


However, this takes so much 
energy and moving of the tank 
that I do not do it often. 


ANOTHER WAY is to use 
a 
dampened broom. I do this by 


making a weak solution of neu­ 
tral detergent and dipping the 
broom in it, hitting it against the 
side of the pail so that it is not 
too wet, and sweeping the entire 
carpet from top to bottom.
